offense, and it was under a warrant to which 
she attested that he was arrested. 

Yesterday he was carried before Justice 
Bowles, of the Woodville district, for an in- 
vestigation. The neighborhood had been 
greatly aroused and it was feared, if the 
facts connected with the offense were brought 
out at the justice court, Williams might be 
summarily punished. He waived an investi- 
gation and was committed to jail to await 
the action of the superior court next August. 

Few particulars can be obtained as to the 
offense. Williams refuses to talk, and no 
can be obtained. The 
young lady is said to be very handsome and 
greatly admired in the neighborhood. Wil- 
liams has only one arm, but is said to be 
hard-working and industrious and has ac- 
éumulated some property through his labor. 


Workingmen and the Sabbath. 


Editor Constitution—I desire to commend 
your editorial concerning Sunday observance 
in a Christian city. You are right when you 
say the working people do not want Sunday 
amusements. 

The people who clamor for Sunday amuse- 
ments n the name of the poor had their pro- 
totype in a rather sorry fellow who, some 
eighteen hundred years ago, complained that 
a gift to his lord should have been sold and 
given to the poor. One of his acquaintances 
said of his murmuring: ‘This he said not 
that he cared for the poor but because he car- 
ried the bag and kept what was put therein. 
His name was Judas, and it is creditable to 
him that realizing the depth of his meanness 
and hypocrisy he had the grace to hang him- 
self. 

I have yet to hear a man clamoring for 
amusements for the poor who did not have an 
interest in the gate receipts, or else was seek- 
ing backing for his own loose behavior on the 
Sabbath day. 

Working people, above all other classes, are 
interested in the strict observance of the Suab- 
bath. For when we have _ loose Sabbath 
usages they will have to do one more day’s 
work in each week, and will continue to re- 
ceive the same wages. If any of them, com- 
plain that they are thus forced to give seven 
day’s work for six days’ wages they will be 
told that they can do that or quit. 

And, besides all this, men of all classes need 
to stop one day in seven and think of nobler 
things than earthly diversions or employment, 
otherwise the re ps which restrains the 
avarice of the — oyer and inspires the in- 
dustry of the working man will perish from 
the earth, and that will be fatal to all parties. 

We of the south should be especially zeal- 
ous of our Sabbath for the American Sabbath 
has scarcely a hold upon the people of any 
other section. . It is disappearing north and 
west.

It is said that they are to be carried 
back to Milledgeville, and it is declared 
that if this is done nothing can prevent a 
mob taking charge of them. 

The negroes have heard the threats and 
are very much excited, believing that the 
people of Baldwin may even come to 
Macon in a body and hang them here.

ONE DETECTIVE ACCUSES ANOTHER. 


A Curious State of Affairs Developed by 
the Investigation Into the Hor- 
rible Crime.

The 
matter has not ended yet.

This morning about 8 o'clock Asbury 
Gentry was arrested by Sheriff Johnson 
and Deputy Bullard, oz a warrant sworn 
out by Detective Tatap,- charging him 
with the murder of rd Byrne. Gen- 
try was carried before Justice Barrett 
this afternoon. On motion of the prosecu- 
tion trial was put off until Friday morn- 
ing. Gentry was then carried to jail. 

The Compliment Returned. 

Only a few moments after Gentry was 
placed in jail, Detective Tripp was arrest- 
ed, charged with the murder of Richard 
Byrne, on a warrant sworn out by W. G. 
Gentry. His trial was fixed for Friday, 
the 15th, and he also was placed in jail. 
The arrest of Gentry and Tripp caused 
great excitement here, on account of the 
prominence of both parties. Asbury Gen- 
try is a son of G. W. Gentry, county sur- 
veyor, and one of the best citizens of 
Haralson county. 

The Causeof the Trouble. 

Tripp is a detéctive who has been 
working up a horse stealing case. ‘Lhis is 
the third time Tripp has 
sworn out a warrant for 
Gentry. The first time he charged bim 
with horse stealing, but failed to bring 
up any evidence. In this case Gentry 
came out clear. The second warrant 
charged him with shooting at Tripp and 
Johnson Head. In this case he goes over 
to the superior court on $300 bond, and 
today he swore out another warrant as 
stated above. It is not known what evi- 
dence there is against either Gcntuy or 
Tripp.

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A Man Who Is Tearing the Dictionaries 
to Pieces, 


THE BEST SPELLER IN AMERICA. 


Was in Atlanta the Night of the Spelling 
Bee—He Is Correcting Webster’s Dic- 
tionary—Prot. Warman Interviewed. 


The spellers at the spelling bee would 
have trembled if they had known that the 
best speller and pronouncer in America 18 


in Atlanta. 

Professor Edward Warman, the man who 
is tearing the dictionaries to pieces, 18 In 
Atlanta for a week, and was here the 


night of the spelling bee. 

Fortunately for the school and schoolmas- 
ter he did not happen to be a@ the opera 
house last Friday night. 

“Tl am correcting the mistakes of Web- 
ster’s dictionary,” said he coolly when some 
one asked his business. 1 looked at the man 
a second time. 

He was not a spectacled professor, or a 
man bent with the lucubrations of years. 
Instead, there stood a man like a prize 
fighter, with a chest broad and deep, a fine 
head, set firmly on broad and _— strong 
shoulders, a robust body on good, stout 
legs. He was as active and springy in his 
movements as an athlete. With all this 
he carries in his head the pronunciation 
and spelling of all the words in the big 
dictionary. 

Seeing that I wondered at his physique 
he said, “I don't know what it is to be 
tired; yet 1 am one of the hardest workers 
you will meet. I-have twice examined sep- 
arately and critically every word in Web- 
ster’s and Worcester’s unabridged diction- 
aries, and am now writing a critique on the 
‘International.’ There are few men who 
have done this.” 

There are few who would undertake it. 
Caleb Cushing did once, and he was one 
of the best equipped men of the country. 
Upon receiving a new copy of Webster's 
unabridged, he remarked that it contained 
5,000 errors. The publishers heard of it 
and challenged Mr. Cushing to write out 
the mistakes. This he deliberately did, 
though he was a man of affairs, with large 
demands on his time. 

“How do you keep from getting tired?” I 
asked. ’ 

“By conservation of vital power,” said he. 
“This is the great secret of the Delsartean 
philosophy. The »ramby-pamby interpretation 
of Delsarte, which is so often given by 
teachors,has prejudiced many people against 
the name. The fact is that the ordinary 
methods of teaching Delsarte are a waste 
of vital power, while the Delsartean phi- 
losophy itself teaches the conservation of 
energy.”’ 

“How do you save the vital power?’ 

“By an equipoise of all the faculties, a 
balance of forces. In the first place a great 
deal depends on the physical basis. Most 
teachers of elocution begin with the voice. 
That won’t do at all. Both the mind and 
the voice depend very largely on the body.” 

“Do you know,” he added, “that preachers 
and public speakers often tire themselves 
out in ten minutes by standing in an awk- 
ward position? They need not tire in an 
hour if they, stood on their feet in the 
right way. Many of them rest their weight 
on their heels. That puts the whole body 


out of shape and breaks down its support | 


all the way up. The right way to stand 
is to keep the weight over the center of the 
foot, not in one position, but in whatever 
position you may take.” 

Remarking on preachers Professor War- 
man said, “I went out to West End last 
night. I would have walked, but did not 
know how far it was. Returning Mrs. 
Warman and I both walked and we kept 
rhen 
in a 
glow and not a bit tired. Mrs. Warman 
would have gone right back over the jsame 
ground with me without feeling it. sife can 
distance any woman who wears a c¢rset.”’ 

“Do not some doctors recommend corsets 
as support for the body?” 

“Yes; if corsets were abandoned, the 
physician would find himself in the posi- 
tion of Othello, his occupation would be 
gone. | 

Speaking of his own regimen, Professor 
Warman said: “I am an all-round ath- 
lete and a wrestler, catch as catch can. It 
takes a good man to put me on my back.” 

Looking at his stout legs, robust body 
and active movements I could not doubt 
the statement. On the mantel were cupies 
of Professor Warman’s works on orthoepy, 
reading, elocution and other subjects con- 
nected with the Delsarte system of mental 
and physical development. He is evidently 
a laborious man and a very aggressive and 
interesting one. He and Mrs. Warman are 
traveling through the different states in a 
leisurely way, enjoying what they see and 
writing accounts of it to their home paper 
in lowa. 

“I want to see the town and identify, if 
I can, the places I knew twenty-eight 
years ago. I was here with Sherman and 
went on to Milledgeville. I was here 
when Atlanta was burned, but the change 
is so great that 1 can hardly identify our 
old camp.” 

As Professor Warman criticized the 
dictionaries very freely, I ventured to ask 
him the basis of his conclusions. 

“In the places where I point out error, 
orthoepists are agreed,’ said he. “In the 
later editions of the dictionaries there has 
been a letting down in the pronunciation 
of some words. This panders to provincial- 
ism or to fads. I think the dictionaries 
ought to hold up the standard.” 

“When you say’ orthoepists should 
govern, how far are you from the axiom 
that use is the law of language?’ 

“Tthink it should be the use of the best 
informed. Else you would have some 
queer vagaries of provincialism or of ec- 
centric men. For example, Joseph Cook 
is one of the brainiest men in the country, 
but he always says ‘projuce’ for produce. 
Provincialism gives us such pronunciation 
as ‘cyarter’ and ‘gyarden’ in the south, or 
‘been’ in New England, or ‘agane’ imported 
from England.” é 

“What decides the question?’’ 

“Generally the Latin or the original lan- 
guage from which the word is derived.” 

“Ts there not a difference between the 

ronunciation of warm and cold climates, 
like the nasal sound which appears in cold 
raw air?’ 

“Yes, climate has some effect, but for 
the purpose of general uniformity we must 
refer to the Latin.”’ 

“Do you think it possible to have letters 
which are always pronounced the same 
way, as in shorthand?’ 

“Yes, that might be done, but it would 
do away with etymology.” 

“As the philologists have gone back to 
the Sanscrit in spite of varied spelling in 
different tongues, would they not be equal 
to the emergency of phonetic spelling?” 

“Yes, but it would take a philologist to 
do that.” , 

“Does it not now take a philologist to 
spell and pronounce correctly all the words 
of the language?’ 

“Yes,” said the professor, laughing. “I 
have a system in view by which, when a 
word is written, you will know how to pro- 
nounce it, and when it is pronounced you 
will know how to spell it. This I have 
not given to the public, and like my other 
work, it requires years of labor to develop.” 

Professor Warman gave last night the 
last of his six lectures at the Young Men’s 
Christian Association. The association is 
so delighted with the lectures that it has 
arranged for a repetition of them, beginning 
tonight. The subjects are mental and 
physical development, and the power of 
expression under the Delsarte system.
